W hat Makes 


Stassen Tick? 


Editorial — By BRUCE BIOSSAT 
Harold E. Stassen is a very spe­ 
cial political phenomenon on the 
American scene. More than most 
men, he has clung to presidential 
ambitions through all adversity. 
To understand that may possibly 
help one to grasp some thread of 
meaning in his bold, solitary effort 
to induce the Republican party to 
dump Vice President Nixon as 1956 
nominee. 
His proposal that the GOF pick 
instead Gov. Christian Herter of 
Massachusetts is on its face a 
puzzling move. 
There is no question that opposi­ 
tion to Nixon exists within the Re­ 
publican fold. 
But at all time it 
has been almost formless. 
From 
the outset key party leaders stood 
with Nixon, and President Eisen­ 
hower himself has more than once 
indicated his satisfaction with the 
young Californian as a two-time 
running mate. 
In the light of these facts, Nix­ 
on’s 1956 nomination has been con­ 
sidered for months a foregone con­ 
clusion. His critics within the par­ 
ty clearly had no plan to sidetrack 
him, nor any illusion they could 
bring it off if they tried. 
Some might hazard that perhaps 
Stassen was chosen to front for 
Nixon's detractors, and that this 
shows they at last do have a plan. 
That doesn’t make political sense. 
No 
politicians 
who know their! 
game would launch such a cam­ 
paign so long as there was the 
slightest chance it would run afouli 
of the President’s wishes. Nixon’s 
critics are in the GOP’i liberal 
wing, but these men are also Mr. I 
Eisenhower’s most loyal followers. I 
Stassen said he had discussed I 
his Herter proposal with the Pres- j 
ident. But the latter, through his 
press secretary, quickly dissociat- * 
ed himself from the idea. He went 
to the extreme of saying Stassen : 
couldn’t speak for the President’s 
official family if he chose to make i 
public his suggestion. 
The evidence strongly indicates 
that Stassen was alone in this. But 
why did he choose to go out on 
this quaking limb? 
In the absence of evidence to 
the contrary, one must conclude, 
tentatively at least, that Stassen 
seeks political advantage for him­ 
self in this maneuver. 
This is 
where it helps to realize he has 
never quite put aside his own White 
House ambitions.

In 1952 he tried again, 
but

was the main show and most ex­ 
perts thought Stassen foolish to 
run. 
Since then he has often dropped 
broad hints of his continuing avail­ 
ability, as he serves Mr. Eisenhow­ 
er in various roles. Perhaps he 
now believes his future prospects 
have once more brightened, and 
seeks to enhance them by curry­ 
ing favor with the wing of the par­ 
ty to which he is considered at­ 
tached. 
Many observers have long rated 
him dead politically. 
But if he 
was not, their feeling today would 
be that he may just have jumped 
off a cliff.
